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Carter to decide 
neutron bomb's fate 


WASHINGTON 
(U PI) - President 
Carter plans a decision in mid-August on 
production of a tested nuclear warhead 
that kills people and spares buildings 
despite 
warnings 
the 
decision 
could 
jeopardize disarm ament talks with the 
Soviet Union. 
The top secret neutron bomb, designed 
to deliver lethal doses of radiation up to 
8.000 tim es the potency of a medical X- 
ray, already has been tested beneath the 
Nevada desert, sources report. 
The weapon has been the target of 
Senate debate. Soviet criticism and now 
conflicting advice to the President. 
A decision on the neutron warhead 
would represent C arter’s second deci­ 
sion on a new weapon in as many 
months. Last week he ordered produc­ 
tion of the B1 bomber halted and an­ 
nounced the United States would rely on 
the cruise missile instead. 
An administration source said Wednes- 


day a 
c la s s if ie d 
“ a r m s im p a c t 
statem ent” prepared by U.S. disarm a­ 
ment experts warned C arter the produc­ 
tion of a neutron warhead could slow the 
stalled strategic arms limitation talks. 
White House Press Secretary Jody 
Powell confirmed the President received 
a report from the Arms Control and 
Disarmament Agency, but denied the 
rep ort 
w arned 
the 
weapon 
would 
threaten progress on disarmament. 
" ...It is flatly incorrect to say the 
bomb would have a negative impact on 
SALT,” Powell said. 
“ This is part of a process. A study with 
regard to this warhead should be com ­ 
pleted Aug. 15. Shortly therafter the 
President will decide what he wants to 
do.” 
The neutron warhead is designed for 
battlefield use and technically is not a 
long-range strategic weapon. It would 
arm the short-range Lance missile and 


could be used in an 8-inch artillery shell. 
Despite administration assurances the 
weapon would not hamper SALT talks, 
the Soviet Union apparently disagreed. 
“Soviet specialists on disarmament 
have come to the conclusion that the 
West is deliberately procrastinating at 
the talks,” said a Soviet news agency dis­ 
patch made available to UPI by the 
Soviet Em bassy 
“The boosting of the NATO countries’ 
military budgets, the development of the 
new types of weapons, debates in the 
U.S. Congress on equipping U.S. troops 
in Europe with cruise missiles, and the 
U.S. administration's allocations for the 
development of the ‘neutron’ bomb has 
nothing to do with any real desire to 
reduce the armed forces and means of 
warfare in Europe,” Novosti said 
Additional debate on the neutron 
weapon is expected on Capitol Hill 
before C arter’s decision 
Serious crime rate drops 
nine per cent, says FBI 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - The FBI to­ 
day reported serious crim e dropped 9 per 
cent in the first three months this year — 
the sharpest quarterly drop in 19 years — 
but credited it partly to last winter’s 
severe weather 


The decline from the first quarter of 
1976 embraced almost all types of major 
crim es except rapes and assaults. It was 
reported in both urban and rural areas 
and in all sections of the country, the 
FBI said. 


While there have been two recent 
quarterly declines, the FB I said the 1977 
drop was the sharpest recorded since it 
began issuing quarterly reports in 1958 
It quoted Attorney General Griffin 
Bell, however, as say mg last winter’s 
severe weather, the worst on record in 
many regions, could have had a "sub­ 
stantial” influence in reducing crim e. 


Property crim es led the decline with a 
9 per cent drop, the FB I said Thefts 
dropped 11 per cent, burglaries 7 per 
cent and motor vehicle thefts 4 per cent. 


Violent crim es decreased only 3 per 
cent While robberies dropped 8 per cent 
and murders 5 per cent, they were offset 
by a 5 per cent increase in rapes and a 1 
per cent increase in assaults

in Detroit 


DETROIT (U PI) — A tentative agree­ 
ment was reached early today between 
negotiators for the city of Detroit and its 
municipal employes 


The agreement on a new three-year 
con tract ends the largest muncipal 
workers’ strike in the city’s history. 
"O ur 
bargaining 
team 
voted 
un­ 
animously to recommend ratification,” 
said Lloyd Simpson, director of Council 
77 of the American Federation of State, 
County and Municipal Employes, which 
represented the strikers 
“ We feel we have reached a settle­ 
ment that is fair to both city employes 
and Detroit taxpayers.” 
The 
te n ta tiv e a g re e m e n t cam e 
between l a m. and2 a.m . (ED T) follow­ 
ing a marathon bargaining session, a un­ 
ion spokesman said. 
The strike, which began early Wednes­ 
day when the old pact expired, took most 
city officials by surprise It left an es­ 
timated 180,000 bus riders without tran­ 
sportation and garbage piling up in 100- 
degree heat. 
Simpson ordered the 8,000 workers to 
return immediately to work, pending full 
membership ratification of the agree­ 
ment. Ratification sessions will "take 
place as soon as possible,” the union 
said 
"The agreement retained the cost of 
living allowance increase as well as 
health coverage and sick leave provi­ 
sions in the union’s previous pact with 
the city ,” the union said 
Wage increases were believed to be 
about 4 per cent per year over the three- 
year life of the pact, according to one 
source. 
Mayor Coleman A. Young earlier said 
he would “ not mortgage the future of the 
people of the City of Detroit” to meet the 
union's contract demands.

Lompoc may join a planned national 
suit versus IheFedaral government which 
will challenge the constitutionality of the 
Federal Unemployment Compensation 
Amendments of 1976 
The amendments would become law 
Jan 1. 1978 and would indirectly require 
the city to pay between 3.7 and 3.9 per 
cent of the city payroll — about $50,000 — 
to the state as unemployment insurance 
for city employes 
The legislation is designed to be ad­ 
ministered 
individually 
through 
each 
state 
Non-compliance could bring 
devastating financial repurcussions on 
state budgets 
Under the law, s ta te s would be 
required to collect unemployment in­ 
surance for state and city workers or 
risk the withdrawal of the current 50 per 
cent federal support of unemployment 
insurance programs. 
Also, the amend­ 
ments — if states did not comply — 
threaten to revoke federal funds which 
now cover all administrative expenses 
in cu rred 
by 
individual 
s ta te s 
in 
operating unemployment compensation 
programs. 
The suit is scheduled to be filed 
sometime in August by the National In­ 
stitu te of M unicipal Law O fficers 
(NIMLO). 
Lompoc has an August 1 
deadline to join the collective effort by 
paying five per cent per capita of city 
population, or about $1,250 
The con­ 
tribution would be deposited in a national 
"w ar chest” for attorney’s fees. 
Lom­ 
poc City Attorney Alan Davidson said the 
national fund already totals more than 
$800,000 donated by various states, coun­ 
ties and cities 
The city will consider joining the suit 
at the next City Council meeting on July 
19. 
Com m ents at the last council 
meeting indicate Lompoc probably will 
jump into the battle. 
A mem o from 
NIMLO says any suit 
could last up to three years, but the 
group’s first move will be to seek a 
restraining order from paying any un­ 
employment insurance while the suit is 
in litigation. 
A restraining order may be the last 
reprieve. 
" I t (a restraining order) may forestall 
the inevitable, which may well be worth 
the $1,250,” Davidson said at the last 
council meeting 
NIMLO will base its case, Davidson 
said, on the tenth amendment to the U S. 


Constitution which states: 
“ The powers not delegated to the 
United S tates by the Constitution, nor 
prohibited by it 
to the s ta te s , a re 
reserved to the states respectively, or to 
the people.” 
Davidson said Congress, in passing the 
amendments, is stretching its authority 
to co n tro l 
in te rs ta te co m m erce. 
Congress claim s jurisdiction, Davidson 
said, because states and cities purchase 
goods and services through interstate 
com m erce. 
Davidson said the suit "is going to be 
difficult to win,” because the cities and 
states will be on the defensive 
“The cities will have to prove how the 
amendments interfere with traditional 
governmental work and that’s why it is 
going to be tough,” claimed the city at­ 
torney. 
“ because 
I've been 
in 
the 
business for 16 years and I'm not sure I 
could prove it.” 
City workers traditionally have not 
been covered by an employer-paid un­ 
employment insurance. 
True to form, 
Lompoc does not now and probably has 
never paid unemployment insurance for 
its employes. 
A Lompoc Employment Development 
D epartm ent sokesm an said today, 
however, 
that 
state and municipal 
employes are eligible for unemployment 
benefits under the Special Unemploy­ 
ment Assistance Program . The SUA is 
entirely federal funded and only about 
two years old. 
Davidson said there is a logical reason 
why Lompoc does not carry unemploy­ 
ment insurance on city employes 
"C ity employes just don’t go un­ 
employed,” Davidson said. "F o r one 
reason, city work is not seasonal, it has 
job security and we don’t have labor 
strife. 
This is why a lot of people feel 
this (Federal Unemployment Compensa­ 
tion 
A m e n d m e n ts ) 
w as 
to fund 
delinquencies in the private sector.” 
Davidson said it is very rare for a city 
to lay off workers and that Lompoc has 
not laid off anyone at least since he was 
hired in 1974. 
Even if Lompoc is forced to pay un­ 
employment insurance, Davidson dis­ 
missed 
the 
possibility the increased 
costs could force any city layoffs. 
"The city would probably just find the 
money somewhere and not let anyone 
go,” Davidson said 
“ But that means 
there wouldn’t be any money to hire new 
people and we might have to leave some 
positions unfilled ”

The possibility of the county con­ 
tracting Lompoc doctors to accept preg­ 
nant MediCal patients now appears dead, 
Lom poc 
Hospital 
D istrict 
attorney 
Michael Palm er says. 
Local 
and 
county 
health 
officials, 
along with Supervisor Robert Hedlund. 
were to meet today to further discuss 
how Lompoc doctors could receive the 
sam e extra 
paym ent for providing 
obstetrical care to MediCal recipients as 
do four doctors in Santa Maria and one in 
Santa Barbara. 
Lompoc women must travel to clinics 
there for checkups and delivery of their 
babies. 
That meeting was canceled at the 
request of the hospital board because 
Lompoc doctors have expressed fear of 
the contract arrangem ent after a discus­ 
sion last month with County Health 
Director Lawrence Hart. 
Hart reportedly said that the state 
might find something illegal about the 
contract and the doctors might have to 
not only refund the county reimburse­ 
ments, but pay a fine as well. 


“ We feel the doctors did not want to 
participate in the program because Hart 
scared them off,” Palm er said. 
“ Hart definitely did scare us off,” Dr. 
Thomas Fritch of Valley Medical Group 
of Lompoc said. “ We went in with an 
open mind, but his statem ents were such 
that we couldn’t possibly handle the 
situation.” 
Since that discussion, the county legal 
office has indicated that the contract is 
not illegal. Hart, in turn, has denied he 
used any "sca re ta ctics” to avoid enter­ 
ing an agreement with Lompoc doctors. 
That the contract might have beenjl- 
legal “ was my interpretation at the 
tim e,” Hart said, refusing to say how he 
arrived at this opinion. 
"The county 
counsol has a different opinion; so be it. I 
won’t argue with the county counsel.” 
"A t this point we’re back to where we 
started unless the county has something 
new for us.” hospital board President 
Frank Signorelli said 
He also noted that 


the hospital can do nothing about the 
situation if doctors are unwilling to work 
with the county in treating MediCal 
patients locally. 
“ We (the hospital) were just being 
good citizens, putting pressure on the 
county to get off their duff and arrange 
something with the doctors,” attorney 
Palm er said “ W e’re the good guys.” 
Hart said today that he would per­ 
sonally call some Lompoc doctors to 
further discuss the contract arrange­ 
ment. 
If finally agreed upon, however, 
the contract would expire in December. 
Meanwhile, Hart said he wants to dis­ 
continue contracting with even those 
doctors in Santa Maria and Santa B ar­ 
bara. He said he is trying to arrange for 
the county’s own doctors and nurse prac­ 
titioners to provide MediCal obstetrical 
care. 
If such a program does not appear 
workable, Hart said, he would ask the 
board of supervisors in September to 
conduct public hearings on whether the 
county should continue to provide any 
obstetrical care at all.

State water 
proposal 
approved

Wednesday tacitly approved the amount 
of state project water they will recom ­ 
mend that the city com m it itself for but 
appointed a com m ittee to figure out the 
costs. 


Committee chairman Jack Myers ap­ 
pointed commissioners Dene DeBolt and 
Joe Mixsell to work with A1 Thompson, 
water department supervisor, over the 
coming weekend to com e up with cost 
figures in time for a joint session with 
the City Council Tuesday. 
The council 
must firmly commit the city to so much 
of the water of the state water by 
September 20. 
As picked up fro m p ro je ctio n s 
published on April 6, 1973, the city will 
need 2,470 acre feet of water annually in 
1999, with delivery of the first annual in­ 
crem ent of 650 a.f., in 1985 or 1986. 
The total of 2,470 a.f., would come 
from the county’s entitlement of 57,700 
a.f. Costs to the city have been estimated 
at $391 an acre foot on the full entitle­ 
ment or about $569 an acre foot on an ar­ 
bitrary minimum of 11,540 a.f. 
It has 
been estimated that it will take a county 
request for 
25.000 to 30,000 a.f. of the 
total entitlement to make the state 
project a viable project for the county. 
In other action the commission: 
— Listened to a report by Thompson 
indicating that there is no critical water 
shortage in the Lompoc area, despite a 
"total basin dewatering” of about 2,900 
acre feet annually over safe yield. 
Thompson conceded that the water table 
level had fallen about 17 feet in the 
last 20 years. 
He credited modest con­ 
servation efforts by homeowners for the 
leveling off of demand. Production has 
not increased significantly despite the 
addition of 123 hookups during the past 
year, he said. 
— Learned that it will cost an es­ 
timated $71,000 
for capital outlay 
to 
provide water service to Ken Adam 
Park. A breakdown shows $32,000 of the 
total alloted to the county budget; $9.000 
io Lompoc Airport ; and $30,000 to olhwr 
potential customer». 
The park is » 
county facility, but it is located within 
boundaries of the city. Until a year ago, 
the facility was served by a well that 
failed. 
— Recommended that the council ask 
the Santa Ynez River W ater Conserva­ 
tion District directors for help in financ­ 
ing the costs of a flood flow capturing 
and spreading project east of the city 
Estim ated costs are $10,000 initially and 
about 
$9,000 annually in heavy rain 
years. Yield of the project is estimated 
at 2.500 acre feet annually. 
— Asked the DeBolt-Mixsell commit- 
itee to include a report on costs per 
«homeowner of the Salsipuedes project 
¡southeast of the city. Total costs of that 
iproject have been estim ated at about $23 
imillion at 1976 prices.

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Seattle homemaker wins lawsuit 


seeking life insurance policy 


SEATTLE (UPI) — A Seattle 
housewife has won a precedent- 
setting court suit to obtain life 
insurance against the loss of 
her services as a homemaker. 
King County Superior Court 
Judge George H. Revelle ruled 
Wednesday that Old Line Life 
In su ran ce Co. of A m erica 
wrongfully rejected a $200,000 
life insurance policy for Sharon 
Pederson. He ordered the firm 
to give her the policy and to pay 
partial court costs and partial 
attorney fees 
Judge Revelle agreed with 
Mrs 
Pederson’s attorney, J. 


Byron Holcomb, that the com ­ 
pany was guilty of sex dis­ 
crim ination and violating state 
law. 
Mrs. Pederson applied for the 
policy in December 1975. She 
said Wednesday she was con­ 
cerned about her family and 
believed if she died her husband 
would need at least $20,000 a 
year to replace her homemak- 
ing services and see their three 
children through school years. 
The Wisconsin-based com pa­ 
ny responded it would grant her 
only $50,000 worth of life in­ 
surance because she was not 


the fam ily’s prim ary breadwin­ 
ner. 
Holcomb said a memo dis­ 
co v e red d u rin g th e c o u rt 
proceeding indicated the com­ 
pany was rejecting her applica­ 
tion because she was “only a 
housewife.” 
He said the insurance compa­ 
ny took the position that the 
policy was “ over-insurance 
beyond her needs.” 
“I think this is one of the first 
of many cases in which women 
w ill 
h a v e 
t h e i r 
r i g h t s 
recognized by the co u rts,” 
Holcomb said. 


Am bassador 
Nazi war criminal 
sought by Germans 
shot by 


BUENOS AIRES, Argentina 
(UPI) — A Nazi war criminal 
known as the “ Executioner of 
Riga” for his role in the m urder 
of 40,000 Jews is being sought 
by West German authorities in 
a tangle of official confusion. 
A W est G erm an Em bassy 
spokesm an 
said W ednesday 
that Bonn originally requested 
the ex tra d itio n of E duard 
Roschmann, 69, last October, 
even though it was not certain 
he was living in Argentina. 
The request apparently bore 
fruit Monday when the Argen­ 
tine government announced it 
had made a “ favorable judg­ 
m ent" on the request, indicat­ 
in g 
it 
w o u ld e x t r a d i t e 
Roschmann. 
Roschmann. believed to have 
entered Argentina illegally in 
1948, is wanted for his part in 
the m urder of some 40.000 Jews 
between 1941 and 1943 in the 
Riga ghetto of occupied Latvia, 
a Soviet republic on the Baltic 
Sea. 
West German officials said 
Roschmann. then an SS cap­ 
tain, was wanted “ not only for 
ordering the killings, but also 
for actually pulling the trig­ 
ger.” His Jewish victims dub­ 
bed him the “ Executioner of 
R iga.” 


Argentina's apparent agree­ 
ment to extradite Roschmann 
made no mention of whether he 
was in custody The office of 
President Jorge Videla said 
Tuesday that the extradition 
had not actually been approved 
but would be considered by 
judicial authorities. 
T his second com m unique 
prom pted speculation th a t 
R oschm ann w as not under 
arrest and had fled the country.

“ arrested four days ago in the 
greater Buenos Aires area.” 
But less than an hour after 
Mingorance’s news conference, 
a police spokesman said the 
chief had confused Roschmann 
with “ another prisoner with a 
G erm an or Jewish nam e.” But 
he did not flatly deny Rosch­ 
mann was under arrest. 
The Roschmann case was the 
latest in a 30-year series of inci­ 
dents and rum ors concerning 
several prominent Nazis, in­ 
cluding Martin Bormann. Adolf 
H itle r ’s rig h t-h a n d m a n , 
believed to have escaped to 
Argentina after the fall of the 
Third Reich in 1945.

The sem i-rettred Florida real 
estate developer, on crutches 
as a result of a recent car acci­ 
dent. stood Wednesday in the 
barren 104-foot vessel and said 
it had been stripped of its fur­ 
nishings from bow to stem 
He demanded that the gov­ 
ernm ent “ put the dam n’ stuff 
back where it belongs " 
Later the 52-vear-old vessel 
left its port at the Navy Yard 
berth, perhaps for the last 
tim e, en route to Providence, 
R I 
Malloy has visions of turning 
p ro fits by c o n v e rtin g th e 
Sequoia to a traveling museum, 
in w hich a ta p e -re c o rd e d 
speech compiled by the crew 
would re la te som e of the 
private moments of Franklin 
Roosevelt, Lyndon Johnson or 
Nixon to tourists for a $2 fee 
The chief selling point is the 
W atergate years, including the 
almost nightly cruises down the 
Potomac River in the month 
before Nixon resigned.

The tall Texan, elected to 
Congress as a Democrat in 
1934, announced W ednesday 
night he will not seek re- 
election in 1978. He said he had 
promised himself not to serve 
beyond his 80th b irth d a y . 
Mahon will be 77 in September 
A mem ber of the House for 43 
y e a rs — lo n g e r th an any 
current m em ber — Mahon was 
named to the Appropriations 
Committee in 1939 and became 
its chairm an in 1964, building a 
reputation as a fiscal conserva­ 
tive through the adm inistra­ 
tions of eight presidents 
“ I have dealt with high and 
m ighty in governm ent but 
perhaps my greatest satisfac­ 
tion has been helping the people 
of the 19th D istrict who have 
called upon m e,” Mahon said in 
a statem ent late Wednesday. 
“Throughout my service I have 


been sustained by the feeling 
that I had the trust and support 
of the folks at home 
“ I promised myself long ago 
that I would not seek to serve in 
Congress after reaching age 80, 
a milestone I would pass prior 
to the conclusion of another 
two-year term ,” he said. 
Mahon, a judge in Texas and 
district attorney before enter­ 
ing Congress, said “ Having an 
opportunity to participate in 
some of the most momentous 
decisions of our tim e has been a 
great privilege ” 
Mahon’s departure will likely 
trigger a dogfight for the chair­ 
manship of the Appropriations 
C o m m itt e e .

Ganahallah, 36, who was hit by 
bullets in the head, shoulder 
and leg, was reported out of 
danger after em ergency surg­ 
ery at the American Hospital 
P olice said the gunm en, 
described as being in their mid 
20s, opened fire with automatic 
pistols through the rear window 
of the am bassador’s car as he 
left his home on the busy 
Avenue Malakoff on the south­ 
ern outskirts of the capital. 
Shortly after the attack, a 
woman telephoned the French 
news agency saying the gunmen 
belonged to the “ Mustapha el 
W ali 
Sayed 
In te rn a tio n a l 
Brigades.” 
Sayed was a high official of 
the Polisario Front guerrillas. 
He was killed 13 months ago in 
an attack by his guerrilla move­ 
ment against Nouakchott, the 
capital of northwest African na­ 
tion of M auritania 
The A lgerian-backed P oli­ 
sario m ovem ent is fighting 
against the annexation of the 
fo rm er Spanish S ahara by 
M auritania and Morocco 
G anahallah had been s ta ­ 
tioned in Paris for 15 months, a 
spokesman at the M auritanian 
embassy said He said the en­ 
voy was m a rrie d and had 
several children 
The shooting of the M aurita­ 
nian am bassador was the first 
a tta c k a g a in s t a fo re ig n 
diplomat since Nov. 2, 1976, 
when Iranian embassy attache 
H am ayo un K aykavouaal w aa 
shot twice and gravely wounded 
in a Paris street. 
E arlier attack s killed the 
Bolivian and Turkish am bassa­ 
dors to France and a Uruguay­ 
an m ilita r y a tta c h e and 
wounded Yugoslav and Spanish 
diplomats 


Authority to 
lower oil rate 
denied by firm 


NEW ORLEANS (UPI) — A 
co-owner of the Trans Alaska 
Pipeline has told a federal court 
the Interstate Commerce Com­ 
m ission lacked authority to 
order an average 19 per cent 
reduction in rates charged to 
pump crude oil from North 
Slope oilfields. 


Mobil Alaska Pipeline Co., a 5 
per cent owner of the pipeline, 
Wednesday filed a petition with 
the 5th U.S. Circuit Court of Ap­ 
peals asking the June 28 ICC 
ruling be overturned 


The ICC reduced rates for 
seven of the eight owners for 
the first crude to flow through 
the 800-mile pipeline. The 
reductions averaged from 16.5 
per cent for BP Pipelines Inc 
to 24.7 per cent for Amerada 
Hess Pipeline Corp 
Mobil’s 
rate was reduced by 23 per 
cent. 
Mobil said the ICC illegally 
suspended com panies’ rates 
without a full evidentiary hear­ 
ing 
Mobil’s petition said the 
ICC could suspend rate changes 
for existing pipelines in that 
manner, but lacked authority to 
suspend rates for a new facility 
without hearing evidence 
The ICC suspended the rates, 
and ordered tem porary reduced 
rates, for a period of up to 
seven months so an investiga­ 
tion of the charges could be con­ 
ducted

Environmentalists join in plea

Inm ates joined police and 
firemen to rescue an estim ated 
80 prisoners trapped in the cell 
block, located on the second 
floor of the minimum-security 
prison, in a rural area of Dan­ 
bury. 


A spokeswoman for Danbury 
Hospital said the cause of death 
was smoke inhalation 
The injured included a prison 
guard and a fireman 
A policem an who arrived 
with firem en at the prison 
about 1:30 a m said he was told 
the blaze was set F ire officials 
said later, however, the cause 
of the fire in cell block G was 
undetermined, although they 
s u s p e c t it s t a r t e d in a 
washroom area 
Danbury Fire Capt Antonio 
Lagarto said “ there was talk of 
the fire being set but we don't 
know that for a fact.” 
Some inm ates com plained 
prison officials did act not fast 
enough in opening the cell block 
area and were more concerned 
with security problems. They 
said a woman security officer 
ignored orders from a superior 
and opened a door to the com­ 
pound to help free the trapped 
men. 
“ The Fire Departm ent tells 
me the fire was set,” said 
Police Sgt. Robert Lovell, one 
of the first at the scene. 
“ You could h ea r people 
scream ing to get them out,” he 
said “ There were open flames 
showing at the re a r of the 
building There was yelling and 
scream ing when we got there.

Subsidy for airlines 
suggested by lawmaker 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Airlines would get a $4 billion 
subsidy to replace or retrofit 
airplanes to meet federal noise 
standards under a proposed bill 
that also calls for a $400 local 
land use package 
Rep 
Glenn Anderson, D- 
Calif., told a news conference 
Tuesday his measure suggests 
that 2 per cent of the current 8 
per cent tax now charged on all 
airplane tickets be used to 
finance the project. That tax 
revenue currently goes to the 
general fund 
"It may be a subsidy, but 
there’s no additional tax,” the 
San Pedro Democrat said 
He said 7 3 million persons in 
the nation — 160.000 in Los 
Angeles alone — are “ bombard­ 
ed daily with exessive airport 
noise’’ and that 1.600 of the 
nation’s 2,100 jets were too 
noisy 
Under his proposals, the air­ 
lines would have the option of 
either retrofitting old planes 
that don’t meet federal noise 
standards or replacing them 
with newer, quieter models 
He prefers replacing the jets 
because not only would new 
planes have 30 per cent more 
fuel economy, but it would give 
a big boost to the aerospace in- 
dustry, especi al l y in Los 
Angeles w here about 8.000 


aerospace workers will be laid 
off with the cancelation of the 
B1 bomber. 


Building new planes would 
create an estim ated 23.600 new 
jobs in the 1978 to 1987 construc­ 
tion period and another 22,000 
indirect jobs. 


“ I have concluded that muffl­ 
ing the planes would be good.’’ 
he said, “ but somehow, en­ 
couraging the replacement of 
the old, noisy fleet would be 
better ” 
Muffling the planes, he noted, 
would cost more than $1 billion 
and airlines that chose to 
replace jets would get a bigger 
share of funds than those who 
only retrofit

SAN DIEGO (UPI) - Feder- 
al blue-collar workers may quit 
to take jobs in private industry, 
reducing the government work 
force, if a presidential report 
suggesting pay cuts is accep­ 
ted, shipyard workers warned. 


Spokesmen for government 
unions at shipyards in Califor­ 
nia, Washington and Honolulu 
testified Wednesday at a hear­ 
ing of the House Subcommittee 
on Compensation and Employe 
Benefits.

U.S. auto shoppers make 
for especially high sales 


DETROIT (UPI) — June was 
a 
r e c o r d 
m o n th 
in a ll 
respets for Detroit and foreign 
automakers as Americans in a 
buying mood pushed new car 
sales above the 1 million mark 
for a fourth straight month. 


Pointing out the strengthen­ 
ing U.S. economy, Americans 
bought 5.8 million new cars in 
the first six months of 1977. In­ 
dustry executives are predict­ 
ing the year will go down as the 
second best ever, just missing 
the 11.4 million cars sold in 
1973 


Figures released Wednesday 
showed com bined sales of 
1,115,870 cars in June, up by 
nearly 17 per cent from the 
955,000 cars sold in June, 1976, 
when the industry was begin­ 
ning to recover from a two-year 
slump. 


General Motors, with sales of 
530,949 in June, recorded its 
best single month in history, 
and the four U S automakers 
recorded their first monthly 
sales record since September, 
1973 — the month before the 
start of the Arab oil embargo. 
They sold 919,142 cars, up 11 per 
cent from a year ago. 


GM jumped 17 per cent and 
Ford 1 per cent, while Chrysler 
slipped 0.5 p er ce n t and 


American M otors, 23.5 per 
cent. 
Imports, mostly the small 
economy models, grabbed a 
record 196,728 sales, up 56 per 
cent from last June to take 17.6 
per cent of total sales. It was 
the fourth straight monthly 
sales mark for the imports. 


Analysts said the strong sales 
for four straight months were 
the result of a combination of 
factors, including the promise 
of higher prices on the 1978 
models this fall. 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
state, in a precedent-setting 
decision, has granted unem­ 
ployment insurance benefits to 
a Los Angeles hotel employe 
who was fired for refusing to 
shave off his beard. 
In the 3-2 decision Wednes­ 
day, the California Unemploy­ 
ment Insurance Appeals Board 
ruled that unemployment bene­ 
fits cannot be denied to a person 
who was fired for refusing to 
follow unreasonable grooming 
rules. 
The board said the Hilton 
H o te l v io la te d th e c o n ­ 
stitutional rights of Abraham 
Thaw of Granada Hills when 
the company dismissed him for 
failing to comply with a sudden­ 
ly imposed rule forbidding 
beards. 
To prevent its unemployment 
reserve account from being tap­ 
ped to pay benefits to a fired 
employe, the board said, an 
employer must show that its 
groom ing code “ rationally 
related to the enhancement of 
the employer’s business.” 
The em ployer also m ust 
prove that the benefits derived 
by the company outweights the 
loss of the individual’s constitu­ 
tional rights and that no “ less 
subversive” alternatives were 
available to the employer. 
Thaw had been employed by 
the hotel for seven years as a 
maintenance engineer. As the 
board noted, he had been 


“ w earing a neatly trim m ed 
beard for at least two years.” 
But a week before his te r­ 
mination on Sept 1, 1976, the 
com pany e s ta b lish e d new 
grooming rules which specifi­ 
cally banned beards. The com ­ 
pany said it had received 
custom er 
com plaints 
about 
Thaw’s appearance. 
Three members of the board 
ruled against the employer, 
a g r e e i n g 
w i t h 
an 
a d ­ 


m inistrative law judge that 
Thaw should receive unemploy­ 
ment benefits. 
The m ajority opinion said 
there was no evidence that the 
em ploye’s neatly trim m ed 
beard adversely affected the 
hotel’s business. It added, “ The 
employer’s sudden reversal of 
its long-standing rule allowing 
facial hair was not reasona­ 
ble.” 
The board also said the 


employer “ could have easily 
moderated the severity of its 
edict completely disallowing 
beards by requiring a neatness 
that conformed with its other 
more rational grooming rules 
that tolerated mustaches and 
relatively long hair.” 


One member, Carl A. Britsc- 
hgi, dissented on grounds that 
the basic issue is “a question of 
the survival of a business

From Mildred Back com es a variety of recipes she 
has collected and used as favorites. Sources are 
relatives and friends. “The best dip I ever ate,” is the 
way she describes that of her oldest son Jim. 
Jim ’s Dip 
1 lg. pkg. Philadelphia cream cheese 
2 tbsp mayonnaise 
2 tsp instant bouillon 
Let cheese warm to room temperature. Dissolve 
bouillon in 2 tsp. hot water. Put all in bowl and beat 
with beater. Judge consistency by mayonnaise; if 
saltier mixture is wanted, add more bouillon. 


A recipe passed on in the fam ily for years is the 
following. “ Very good,” com m ents Mildred, “and it 
never fails to please.” 
Veal Scallopine 
Cut 1 lb veal round steaks or cutlets into pieces 1-3 
inch square, after trimming any fat or gristle. Shake 
them in a paper bag containing V» cup flour, Vz tsp. 
salt, v*» tsp pepper. Set aside when pieces are well 
floured. In a sk illet, heat 1 clove garlic, sliced thin, and 
V» cup olive oil, until garlic Is lightly browned. Add 
veal to garlic and olive oil. Brown slowly on each side. 
While veal is browning, combine 1 cup sieved 
tomatoes, V4 cup white wine (optional), 
tsp. salt, V* 
tsp. chopped parsley, V4 tsp. oregano, Vfe tsp. pepper, 1 
green pepper, chopped; 
lb. fresh or 1 can 
mushrooms. Add this mixture to the browned veal. 
Cover skillet; sim m er about 25 minutes or until veal is 
tender If mixture becom es too thick, add water.

Club Fruit Salad 
1 No. 2 can (2V* cups) pineapple tidbits 
1 (1 lb.) can (2 cups) pitted Royal Anne cherries 
V2 cup sugar 
3 tbsp cornstarch 
V4 tsp salt 
V2 cup orange juice 
1 slightly beaten egg 
1 envelope (1 tbsp) unflavored gelatin 


V4 cup lemon juice 
1 orange, pared and diced 
1 cup sliced strawberries 
V» lb (2 cups) miniature marshmallows 
V% cup broken pecans 
1 cup heavy cream, whipped 


Drain pineapple and cherries, reserving Vz cup syrup 
from each. Combine sugar, cornstarch and salt; stir in 
reserved syrups and orange juice. Cook over low heat, 
stirring constantly until thick. Stir sm all amount of 
mixture into egg 
Return to hot mixture. Cook 1 
minute, stirring constantly. 
Soften gelatin in lemon juice, then dissolve in hot 
m ixture. 
Chill 
until 
partially set. 
Add fruits, 
marshmallow and nuts. Fold in whipped cream Pour 
into 11 x 7 x m inch pan and chill until set. Cut in 
squares and top with whole strawberries. Makes ten 
servings.

1 No. 2 can crushed pineapple, drained 
1 pkg. orange Jello 
1 8 oz. pkg. cream cheese 
1 6 oz. can frozen orange juice 
Heat 1 cup pineapple juice and dissolve Jello in m ix­ 
ture. Allow to cool m little, than put I»» food blandar 
with cream ch ee se and orange juice. 
Blend 
thoroughly, then fold in the crushed pineapple and

A reluctant decision! 


You only have to think of the number 
of juveniles and their parents who had to 
appear in juvenile court as a result of in­ 
fractions over Flower Festival weekend 
to see the service Richard St. John has 
rendered the community. 
St. John is the north county’s juvenile 
court referee. For the 
past couple of years. 
St 
John has been 
holding his juvenile 
court hearings in Lom­ 
poc as well as in his 
m ain 
b a se . S an ta 
Maria 
That was his 
decision based on his 
concern for the dis­ 
tance juveniles and 
their parents have to 
travel if the hearings 
are held in San ta 
Maria. He could have 
held all the hearings in Santa Marta from 
the outset. 
St 
John had mixed feelings about 
holding hearings in Lompoc because 
very often he wound up in the conference 
room of the new county building when 
Lompoc Municipal Court was occupied 
by adult court business. But he presided 
here anyway because of his concern for 
the community. On those occasions the 
hallway outside the county building’s 
conference room would be packed with 
people The conference room itself had 
to be reconstituted every time juvenile 
court was held there and at best it bore 
only a ghost of a resemblance to the 
more dignified courtroom atmosphere of 
juvenile facilities in Santa Maria. 
Now St John has come to a reluctant 
decision: All juvenile hearings in the 
future will be held in Santa Maria when 
Lompoc Municipal Court is busy. That 
means he will no longer use the county 
building conference room. 
St. John talked about the situation 
Wednesday. He cited the favorable im­ 
pact that the more dignified new juvenile 
court in San ta M aria has on the 
youngsters. “ We haven’t abandoned the 
Lompoc hearings, but we won’t hold any 
more sessions in the conference room," 
he said. 
St John is well aware of what this will 
cost the community in travel time and 
expense, but feels the new arrangements 
must be so in the interest of juvenile 
justice. 
The new arrangements will continue 
until the new Lompoc Municipal Court is 
built, and that will be in about a year 
from now 
When the facility is com­ 
pleted. the present muny court will be 
used as a juvenile court, according to 
present plans.

Readers may have noticed a sharp in­ 
crease in the frequency of meetings by 
Lompoc General Plan Committee and its 
subcommittees 
Here’s the reason as 
enunciated by Tom Hart of the county 
planning department: The advent of 
Supervisor Robert L. Hedlund brought a 
reconstitution of the committee. Many of 
those now serving on the vital committee 
are newcomers to planning and must be 
given time to become fam iliar with plan­ 
ning methods and terminology not to 
mention with geography. 
But while unfamiliarity has slowed the 
work, it has not dulled the enthusiasm 
Meetings that this reporter has sat in on 
have been well attended 
For those who haven’t followed all 
this, the committee is coming up with 
recommendations on zoning and land use 
for incorporation into the countvwide 
general plan. An interesting feature of 
the procedures is a subcommittee on 
“ cu rren t p r o je c ts .’ ’ B ill F ick is 
chairman. The group studies requests 
for rezoning and land division in order to 
apprise the county planning commission 
of the latest thinking of the local com­ 
mittee There have been instances in 
which the best work of the committee 
would have been negated by rezonings 
and land divisions occurring before the 
local com m ittee could complete its 
work The committee would wind down 
its work, look around and find the 
changes it had sought to prevent had 
already taken place 
Service on the committee is a labor of 
love. There is no pay. little recognition 
from the community and the assurance 
that someone, somewhere will be dis­ 
satisfied with the end product. 
It’s a wonder a supervisor can find 
anyone to serve at all- 


Walter Conrad retired as president of 
Allan Hancock College on July 1. but has 
stayed on to help his successor get a good 
start. The exact date for his ultimate 
departure was not announced, but one 
source said the veteran educator would 
stay until contracts were out and in the 
hands of instructors. 


The imminent construction of the new 
Boys’ Club and the Housing Authority 
community building on Ocean Avenue, 
west of O Street could rocket the City of 
Lompoc into one of its best construction 
years. That is when figured on top of 
several other new developments that are 
sure to get under way this year. 
It is known that realty people in other

What is not so well known is that some 
county employes based in Santa Bar­ 
bara, have relocated in Lompoc in recent 
months. They willingly undertake a 100- 
plus mile trip each work day in order to 
take advantage of Lompoc's superb 
climate, moderate housing costs and un­ 
cluttered living 


The Chess column by yours truly is 
dormant for the summer. For that 
reason, some readers may welcome the 
news that Rajan Ayyar, chess star at 
Lompoc High School, and by far the best 
talent ever produced locally, has been 
steadily climbing in national chess cir­ 
cles At 15 years, he was among the 
nation’s 25 highest rated in the below 16 
years category. Now at 16, Ayyar is on 
the threshhold of real achievement: 
Some months ago he set a goal of 
reaching master status by July 15 of this 
year and may very well make it. He had 
attained a national rating of between 
1,960 and 2,000 in May and was closing in 
on his goal as he prepared to leave for 
New York and participation in the World 
Open tournament 


WASHINGTON — In sheer dimen­ 
sions. the Watergate scandal will take a 
back page in history to the oil scandal. 
We now have evidence that Richard Nix­ 
on and Henry Kissinger could have 
prevented the spectacular oil price in­ 
crease, which has dislocated the world 
economy and sent all 
prices spiraling. 
The evidence is con­ 
tained in secret docu­ 
ments, which we have 
studied closely. We 
have also interviewed 
key Nixon Administra­ 
tion officials familiar 
with the backstage 
developments Here is 
the incredible story: 
Saudi Arabia, the 
w orld’s larg est oil 
producer, wanted to 
hold down prices. The Saudis foresaw the 
ruinous effect high oil prices would have 
on the western world But they were un­ 
der intense pressure from the other oil 
powers to join in the oil price squeeze. 
The Saudis appealed to the United 
States, therefore, to help them keep the 
lid on oil prices. They realized that 
Washington had the leverage to restrain 
the shah of Iran For the shah literally 
owed his throne to the United States, 
which has also been the source of his 
power since World War II. 
The Saudis, quite logically, tended to 
judge U.S. intent by the shah’s attitude 
They were puzzled therefore, over his 
clamor for exorbitant oil prices. All it 
should take, they reasoned, was a little 
U S pressure to bring the shah into line. 
The Saudis repeatedly urged then-U.S 
Ambassador Jam es Akins, according to 
Akins' own secret account, “ to put pres­ 
sure on the shah to cooperate with Saudi 
Arabia and reduce the oil prices ” Yet 
the shah kept calling for outrageous 
price increases. 
Finally, the late King Faisal took up 
the problem directly with Kissinger in 
1974. According to a secret account of 
their conversation, “ the king urged him 
directly to take up (oil prices) with the 
shah, and the secretary agreed to do so.” 
Kissinger reported back to King Faisal 
on Feb. 15, 1975. that he had tried to per­ 
suade the shah to reduce oil prices. 
Sources close to Kissinger have told us 
this was a lie The Secretary of State 
made no attempt, they say, to restrain 
the shah. 
Later the shah himself told the Saudis 
that Kissinger had not brought up oil 
prices with him Adding another jigsaw 
piece. Ambassador Akins offered this 
secret intelligence: 
“ The Iranian had told (the Saudis) we 
were completely unconcerned about any 
price rise The shah has also told this to 
numerous oilmen as proof that the U S 
is at least indifferent to an increase in oil 
prices In any case, the Saudis have seen 
no account from any American source 
that we in any way tried to pressure the 


shah to back off his extreme position on 
oil crisis.’’ 
Ultimately, the Saudis became con­ 
vinced that the Nixon Administration 
secretly favored the oil gouge. They gave 
up their attempts, therefore, to stand 
alone against the greedy oil potentates. 
The Saudi oil minister. Sheik Ahmed 
Zaki Yamani. later explained this to 
then-Treasury Secretary William Simon 
in a letter dated Sept. 3. 1975, and 
marked “ strictly personal.” 
“ I would 
like you to know.” wrote Yamani, “ that 
there are those amongst us who think 
that the U S Administration does not 
really object to an increase in oil prices. 
There are even those who think that you 
encourage it for obvious political reasons 
and that any official position taken to the 
contrary is merely to cover up this fact.” 
An alarmed Simon wrote a six-page 
memo to Gerald Ford who had replaced 
Richard Nixon in the White House 'Hie 
Saudi royal family had informed him 
personally, wrote Simon, that “ Saudi 
Arabia would press OPEC for lower 
prices’’ but that they “ need the U.S. to 
help turn the shah around.” 
Simon added that the Saudi oil 
minister had also “ written me several 
times along the same lines. Yamani and 
others have said they wonder whether, in 
fact, we want lower oil prices since we 
never even raise the subject with the 
shah.” 
We can’t say whether Ford ever asked 
Kissinger to speak to the shah. But as 
long as Kissinger remained Secretary of 
State, our sources say, he never brought 
pressure on the shah to hold down oil 
prices. 
The Saudis, meanwhile, waited for 
Kissinger to be removed from power and 


then made another attempt to hold the 
line on oil prices. They refused to go 
along with the full price increase and 
threatened to boost their production to 10 
million barrels a day This would be sold 
on the world market, they announced, at 
no additional price. 
But bad weather, a rash of fires and 
technical difficulties prevented the 
Saudis from reaching the 10-million- 
barrel goal. The other oil powers, with 
the shah leading the pack, also hounded 
the Saudis to raise prices. 
The shah howled that the Saudi action 
was costing Iran $6 million a day in lost 
oil revenues. Any increase in Saudi 
production at Iran’s expense, he warned, 
would constitute “ an act of aggression.” 
This was followed by an exchange of 
delegations between the two countries 
In Saudi Arabia, the Iranian represen­ 
tatives urged the Saudi government to 
reverse its policies In Iran, the Saudi 
em issaries let the shah know that the 
royal family didn’t appreciate his in­ 
temperate outbursts. 
The shah quieted down, and the Saudis 
began 
behind-the-scenes negotiations 
They finally agreed to raise their prices 
another five per cent, bringing them 
equal to the world price, if the other oil 
powers would cancel an announced five 
per cent rise, our sources understand. 
Meanwhile, many nations have been 
forced to borrow m on ey to p a y their 
staggering oil bills Now they are runn­ 
ing out of credit; yet the price of crude is 
continuing to climb 
This has caused 
grave alarm in the backrooms of govern­ 
ment Troubled strategists fear the in­ 
ternational financial system may break 
down, with a crash that could plunge the 
western world into chaos.

Senator Moynihan, having arrived at 
the conclusion that outside factors are 
primarily responsible for the plight of 
New York City, proceeds to list them. 
They are: 
1) The “ overall pattern” ot 
Federal taxation and expenditure, in­ 
volving an economic drain. 2) Federal 
environmental policies. And 3) Federal 
tariff policies. 
We have noted that 
political 
leaders of 
New York can hardly 
complain if they en­ 
dorse. as they hare 
h isto ric a lly don e, 
redistributionist 
econom ic m easures 
handled by the federal 
government, and 
if 
New York proceeds to 
be taxed to support 
such measures. 
As re g a rd s a n ti­ 
pollution, Moynihan explains that “ The

Commissioner (of the New York State 
Department of Environmental Conser­ 
vation) is saying that there are lots of 
crumbling buildings in New York City, 
and that this is one reason there is a lot 
of dust, and further that if no economic 
expansion is perm itted by the en­ 
vironmental regulations there will be a 
lot more deterioration of buildings, and, 
ultimately, a lot more dust.” 
Mr. Moynihan is then extrem ely 
careful. 
What he wants to say is that 
some environmental standards imposed 
on the cities by a Senate committee 13 of 
whose 15 members come from states 
largely made up of prairies, lakes and 
meadows are simply inappropriate for 
industrial cities. But he cannot an­ 
tagonize directly so powerful a lobby as 
the environmentalists’, as he says, “ it is 
not my purpose here to argue that the 
particular standards in question are 
overly strict” (that exactly is his pur­ 
pose) ... “ I would assert, though, that 
when environmental laws prohibit us 
from building (certain) plants; when 
they place over our cities standards that 
we do not always meet in the heart of our 
forests ... then we begin to see that the 
economy of the city and of the state are 
as much affected by these laws as they 
are by the laws of economics.” 
The third bill of particulars Mr. 
Moynihan cautiously introduces. “ It is 
still, perhaps, heretical to say this, but 
the doctrinal dedication of the Depart­ 
ments of State and Treasury to removing 
trade barriers has permitted severe 
economic dislocations in New York." 
He speaks, in particular, about the gar­ 
ment industry, which between 1969 and 
1976 lost one third — 82,000 — jobs. Most 
of these job losses, he implies, were lost 
because of foreign competition 
Mr Moynihan is right to be apologetic, 
inasmuch as free trade is the basis of a 
civil international comity. Apart from 
this, there are Americans in New York 
and everywhere in the republic who are 
working to produce goods for foreigners, 
which they could not pay for save as they 
earn money by selling to the United 
States 
Moynihan quotes a report from 
the Bureau of Labor Statistics to the ef­ 
fect that the garment industry was "the 
highest paying industry in the country in 
1939” while today, “ the high paid in­ 
dustry is autos, and the garment industry 
is at the bottom.” 
How is this the concern of Daniel 
Patrick Moynihan, Senator from New 
York? 
It is of professional interest to 


Daniel Patrick Moynihan, Sociologist at 
Large But some industry, by definition 
has got to be the lowest paying industry. 
Human beings need food, clothing, and 
shelter primarily, and it is therefore a 
social blessing whenever the price of 
these essentials diminishes, in virtue of 
productivity (the American genius), or 
the availability of cheaper imports The 
Irish famine would not have happened 
save for the restrictive Corn Laws. 
Fortunately, Senator Moynihan does 
not go on to propose a special tariff law 
for the benefit of New York garment 
workers Garment workers edged out of 
the city are almost certainly at least as 
much the victims of the high overhead of 
New York life — brought on mostly by 
Democratic politicians in Washington 
and their counterparts in Albany and in 
City Hall — as of industrious Japanese. 
Senator Moynihan concludes his major 
speech, of interest to every city with 
problems sim ilar to New York’s, by 
making concessions 
“ There is no way 
to avoid the proposition that New York s 
troubles became severe only when the 
great upsurge in 
Federal spending oc­ 
curred in the late 1960s and early 1970s 
In overwhelming degree, New York as a 
political entity supported the new 
programs for which these vast new ex­ 
penditures were required. It surely will 
not serve any interest for us now to be 
forced to consider that in doing so we 
may have undone ourselves." 
That was a graceful bow to reality 
(which is a synonym for conservatism», 
and a beacon to American liberals who 
really care for the survival of the cities
